A FATHER OF INFLATION. 


An Atternnt to Make it Rain.

The originator of this novel idea is 
said to be a firm believer in the practica­ 
bility and utility of his invention, notwith­ 
standing the fact that atter repeated trials, 
during which he consumed hundreds ot 
cords of wood, his tower failed to produce 
the desired effect on the unpropitious heav­ 
en?, he having been a groat sufferer from 
drought during the entire spring and sum­ 
mer.

But prices went up; indus­ 
try became debauched; the aristocracy was 
Testier* under the Government’s fierce es­ 
pionage upon their gold and silver; the 
nation was noshed with the hectic glow of 
Impending ruin; Norway refund to give 
up its (gold to the paper autocrat, and 
Charles lost his life in an attempt to bring 
the rebellious Norwegians to terms. «What 
was the consequence of tb s fatal decis­ 
ion ?
